dan in which they were riding 
was struck b y a Big Four freight 
train a mile and a half 
south­ 
west of the city near 4 o’clock 
Wednesday afternoon. 
Mrs. Annette Offutt 
Thorn­ 
b urg, daughter of Mr: and Mrs. 
W alter Offutt of North 
Sexton 
street, a third occupant of the 
car, escaped miraculously with­ 
out serious injuries. Both young 
Stant and the 
Newcastle 
girl 
were killed at once, death b eing 
due to a b asal skull fracture or 
b roken neck in each case. The 
head of young Stant, who 
was 
driv ing the carr was said to hav e 
b een shov ed through the steer­ 
ing wheel b y the impact. 
The car was hurled some fif­ 
teen or twenty feet and down an 
emb ankment at the side of the 
railroad. It stopped on its side 
and the b odies of the two were 
pinned down b y the car. The

Washington, March 1— ( U. R) —

Hays said Sinclair made the 
adv ance on the assurance that 
all b ut $75,000 would b e repaid 
to him. This $75,000 was consid­ 
ered a personal contrib ution. 
Hays denied any knowledge of 
the 
mysterious 
Continental 
Trading company. The inv esti­ 
gation committee has 
traced 
serial numb ers of some of the 
b onds and prov ed, according to 
Senator Walsh of Montana, that 
$75,000 of the Sinclair contrib u­ 
tion were in Continental b onds. 
Hays emphasized that he had 
nev er heard of the Continental 
company until the 
committee 
started its inv estigation thereof.

The end of another “eight year 
political cycle" and the prospects 
that it will as usual

tion is giv ing zest to the* pre­ 
conv ention b attles preceding the 
Nov emb er presidential election. 
Politicians point that the his­ 
tory of the country from 
the 
start shows that regardless 
of 
parties or personalities 
there 
usually has b een a change of ad­ 
ministration ev ery eight years— 
not necessarily a change in par­ 
ties b ut a change in leadership 
with resultant new thought and 
new ideas. 
In this century, they point out 
there hav e b een nearly 
eight 
years of Roosev eltian leadership, 
then eight years of Wilson and 
now concluding, almost a third 
cycle with President Coolidge at 
the helm, b roken only b y 
the 
four year term of President Taft. 
Democrats feel that the ev er- 
turning wheel has b rought them 
a good chance this year to con­ 
test the eight years of continu­ 
ous Repub lican leadership while 
Repub licans are preparing 
to 
choose a new leader for 
what 
they hold will b e a new eight- 
year iv cpuuiican era. 
For the^ reasons the 
con­ 
tests for leadei^s ip in b oth par­ 
ties is more spirited this year 
than in ordinary years.

Hays appeared in answer to a 


request by the committee for an 
explanation of the $75,000 re- 
publican campaign contribution 
collected from Harry F. Sinclair, 
oil magnate, who leased Teapot 
Dome from former Secretary 
Fall. 


The committee has received 


information that the contribu- 
tion was made in the form of 
bonds of the mysterious Contin- 
ental Trading company 
from 


the profits of which Sinclair al- 
so gave Fall $233,000.
